FOR NEW 
WORKING RULES 


Both Sides Acclaim 
Edict as Victory. 


Railroads and rail unions alike won 
victories yesterday through a “ naiddle 
of the road” decision of the United 
States railway labor board, which is 
expected to stoke up the locomotives 
and put the transportation system in 
trim when industry hits the main track 
toward “normalcy.” . 

The decision, effect, holds that 
the present natidnal agreements reg- 
ulating working conditions on Amer- 
ican railroads shall come to an end on 
July 1. Conferences between the car- 
riers and the workers are ordered to 
begin at“the earliest possible date. 
These are to settle as much as possible 
of the present controversy over work- 
ing rules. The results are to be re- 
ported back to the board as fast as 
they are reached. Then on.July 1 the 
board will promulgate such rules aa it. 
deems “just and reasonable” for 
classes of employés regarding whom 
rules have not been reached by agree- 
ment, 

“Speed Up!” Is Keynote. 

“ Expedite "that was the keynote 
and motive of the decision. It had 
been expected that the long drawn out 
controversy over the national agree- 
ments would be dragged out several 
weeks longer, when the board jumped 
in with its finding. 

_ In essenee.the decision puts it up 
the carriers and the employés th 
selves to straighten out as much as 
possible of the controversial matter 
and get transportation in shape for the 
coming demands of industry. 

The finding was the last official act 
of the board as now constituted. The 
terms of three one year members ex- 
pired at midnight, President Harding 
as yet has not announced their suc- 
cessors, 
Some Rules Barden to Roads. 

The .great fault with the present 
agreements is the manner in which op- 
pressive rules’ have piled up a large 
volume of unproductive labor on the 
carriers—such rules, for instance, as 
that which gives an employé five 
hours’ pay if He has to tune up the 
wheels of a passenger train a few 
minutes before the regular working - 
day begins. The carriers have esti- 
mated that $300,000,000 a year could 
be saved to the roads by wiping out 
burdendome rules. The unions, while 
challenging this estimate, have con- 
ceded that the rules need some amend.

The antique temple in Frederick the 
Great’s museum will contain only the 
bodies of the two Hohenzollerns.

AGED FARMER 
ROBBED, TIED; 
DIES OF HUNGER 


Warning on Letter Box Is 
Seen Too Late. 


South Haven, Mich., April obi 
clal.J—Henry C. Gerling had lived 
alone in his farmhouse near Water- 
vilet, Mich., for seven years. On the 


night, probably, of April 7 he had Deen 
in bed when his home was entered. 
He was robbed, his hands and feet tied 
together, and he was left in his bed- 
room. His body was found there last 
night. 

Today deputy sheriffs discovered on 
a letter box at the home of Martin 
Webb, half a mile from the Gerling 
farm, this message: 

“Go and untle Henry Gerling.” 

The words had been written on the 
letter box, and no one “had noticed 
them. By mail‘in Gerling’s letter 
box the authorities decided that Ger- 
ling had been tied up on the night of 
April 7. The door of the safe in his 
home had been removed from the 
hinges. The body was found lying 
face down on the bed. 

While it will require an autopsy to 
decide just what caused death, it is 
believed that, unable to free himselt 
Gerling, who was an old man, prob- 
ably starved. Investigation at a 
nearby house indicated that two or 
more men had waited there until the 
lights were out at Gerling’s home 
on the night of April 7, then entered 
and robbed it. :

Maine thinks of the housefly. 

“Not only,” the court says, 

“one of the most annoying and 
repulsive insects but one of the most 
dangerous in its capacity to gather, carry, 
and disseminate the' gérms of disease. 
He is the meanest of all scavengers. He 
deligh® in revelling in all kinds of filth, 
the greater the putrescence the more to 
his taste. A single fly may so contami- 
nate the food, milk, or a dish as to 
communicate a dangerous or even a dead- 
ly disease.” 
- This opinion as to the fly itself was 
given in a decision which held that a 
hotel which permitted flies could be held 
for damages. The opinion said, “ The ac- 
commodations include .. . such sani- 
tary conditions as are calculated to ren- 
der the surroundings inviting and whole- 
some rather than repulsive and dele- 
terious to health. . .” 

The complaint was that the flies were 
so numerous and became so obnoxious 
i that their presence created an intolerable 
condition, in violation of the obligation 
of the landlord to furnish suitable and 
sanitary dining facilities as implied in 
the contract.

south. The New York Merchants’ asso- 
ciation is circulating a nation-wide ap- 
peal to kill the Easter fly.
